i life. Too often the imagination of the 
child may be repressed because the 
parent himself is hot sufficiently ima- 
ginative.

to evaluate its experiences and 


10 reflect them in its own way. 
' An Interesting story is told about a 
i' jricthei- who was disappointed because 


she thought her child was lying. It 
had been her method to tell the child 
that a lie was a mortal sin and that a 
higher power always was watching to 
punish the child for lying. 


One day the child came home a little 


bit bruised and the mother accused the 
child of a wrong action. When the 
child denied the implication, the 
mother insisted that it join her in 
prayer, saying. "After 
we pray w 


while, maybe you will tell me the 
truth." 


The child prayed, "Please, Lord, 


make mother believe me." 


This sort of failure of parents to 


understand the real nature of the 
child's mind is in itself a worse fault 
than the fantasies or fables in which 
children occasionally indulge. 


Remember that inaccuracy is not 


necessarily lying. A child evaluates its 
experiences in terms of its own mind. 


Thus, if the child says that it saw 


a dog as large as a pony, or if it re- 
ports experiences in 
terms 
which 


seem to the parents greatly exagger- 
ated, the parents must remember that 
the child's mind differs from that of 
the adult. 


Any parent should be able prompt- 


ly to distinguish between deliberate 
lying by which the child hopes to 
benefit and that which is the result of 
imagination or fantasy.
